Friends Tell Frank in Tower 
Of Jury's Verdict of Guilty; 


Prisoner Cheers Weeping Wife 


It was exactly 5:50 o’clock before 
Frank knew of the jury’s verdict. 

Seated in his quarters in the Tower, 
the prisoner and his wife chatted of 
things to come in the future. They 
both smiled and appeared happy at 
the apparent tought that the set- 
ting sun would bring him freedom. 

In the office of Sheriff’ Mangum, lo- 
cated on the first floor of the Tower, 
Rabbi Marx and a group of #stanch 
friends of the accused debated as to 
whom would bring the message and 
shatter the one remaining ray of hope 
they had buoyed up in the prisoner. 
Several close friends of Frank, in- 
cluding Dr.; Rosenberg, the family 
physician, were summoned on the tel- 
ephone and asked to hasten to the 
prison and convey the news to the 
prisoner. A great crowd gathered in 
front of the Tower, but it was an 
orderly gathering composed for the 
most part of negro men and women 
who had gathered at the same spot 
night and morning to get a glimpse 
of the prisoner as’ he went from and 
returned tec the jail after an all-day 
ordeal. 

Dr. Rosenberg Arrives. 

Just a few minutes after 5:50, Doc- 
tor Rosenberg, the Frank family phy- 
sician, arrived at the jai. He was 


persuaded to convey the news to the 
prisoner and his wife. 

Frank was seated at the right side 
of his wife. They .were both smiling 
Around them grouped male friends. 
Intuition probably told them that bad 
news was coming, for on the face of 
each one disappointment and sorrow 
could be read.

As Bells Tolled, Dorsey Choaed Magnificent 
Argument Which Fastened Crime on Frank

As the big bell in the 
church tolled the hour of 12 
Solicitor Dorsey concluded his remark- 
able plea for the conviction of Leo 
Frank with the dreadful words— 
“Guilty, guilty, guilty!” 

It was just at this hour more than 
five months ago that little Mary Pha- 
gan entered the pencil factery to draw 
her pittance of $1.20. 

The tolling of the bell and the dread 
sound of the words cut like a chill to 
the hearts of many who shivered in- 
voluntarily. 

It was the eonclusion of the most 
remarkable speech which has ever been 
delivered in the Fulton county court- 
house—a speech which will go down in 
histery stamping Hugh Dorsey as one 
of the greatest prosecuting attorneys 
of this age. 

Arnold Makes Protest. 
Attorney Reuben R. Ar- 
nold had registered a vigorous protest 
against the action of the spectators 
who clapped their hands in tumultuous 
applause as Solicitor Hugh Dorsey en- 
tered the courtrvom Monday morning 
was the solicitor allowed to continue 
his speech which was interrupted by 
adjournment Saturday. 

When court convened 
there were more people outside of the 
courthouse unable to gain admission 
than. there were inside and about tw¢ 
minutes before the hour of opening 
court a roar of cheers told the specta- 
tors inside that the solicitor was com- 
ing. His entrance was the signal for 
the outbreak of approval of his won- 
derful effort Saturday. 

Mr. Arnold immediately protested and 
declared that such outbreaks had no 
Place in a court of justice. 

“Mr. Sheriff,” said Judge Roan from 
the bench when order had been re- 
stored, ‘I see that there is a large 
crowd in here and that many of them 
do not seem to understand what is re- 
quired of them in a courtroom. If 
there is the least disturbance after the 
jury comes in, I want you to clear the 
r¢éom of all but officials. 

“We don’t want to spoil the work of 
four weeks by any unseemly actions at 
this time and we are not going to al- 
low such disturbance.”

Harris that he told us that the board 
of health had found him guilty of 
scientific dishonesty, and the records 
showed that they had not done any 
such thing. and that Dr. Westmore- 
land had got mad because he could not 
run the board and had resigned. 

Nervousness Not Natural, 

“Well, I want to take up the question 
of Frank’s nervousness again. You 
remember that on that afternoon of 
Memorial day that Newt Lee, who had 
been told to come early, came back like 
the dutiful darkey he was, and found 
Frank washing his hands. Frank was 
walting there then for Conley to come 
and burn the body and Frank did not 
want Newt around, so he made Newt go 
out into town and that when Newt 
told him he was sleepy and wanted to 
find a comfortable corner anywhere in 
the building. 

“Frank wanted to get Lee away so 
that when Conley came back, as he 
had promised he would do, that they 
could burn the body and the police 
might never solve that Phagan mys- 
tery; might never know that the girl 
had ever entered the factory that day. 

“You remember, too, that when 
Frank was going out later that he al- 
most ran into Gantt at the dvor and 
that Lee says Frank jumped and Gantt 
says he was nervovs. Gantt said he 
wanted to g0 up and get a 
shoes he had left there and Frank told 
him that he had seen a boy sweeping 
out a pair and Gantt had replied that 
he had left two pair and would go up 
and see if he could not get the other 
pair, You remember also that Gantt 
went up there and found both pair ef 
shoes and that this very fact showed 
that Frank was merely making up 
something to Keep the man from go- 
ing into the building if possible. 

“and, when Frank sent for Attorney 
Rosser, he wanted him because his 
conscience needed somebody to sus- 
tain it. He got Haas and Darley for 
the same reason. 

“Now, we went 
the enemy to get Darley, 
openly of Frank's nervousness.

No 
But, I tell you that Frank did it when 
he found Conley was not coming back 
to burn the body.

Why Conley Was in Jail. 

“Let's see somethine about 
William Smith, Jim Conley’s attorney, 
has set up about the rule which Judge 
Roan gave in regard to Conley’s' im- 
prisonment. “he police, be it tnder- 
stood, may be no better than the 
sheriff of our county, but they are just 
as good. 

“Smith says that Conley, tn police 
station, is perfectly safe from a 
standpoint of physical welfare, and 
that, under such imprisonment, ts far 
safer. No one has been allowed to 
see him. He has been protected from 
physical harm and false claims. He 
says that plans have been laid detri- 
mental to the carrying out of justice 
so far as Conley is concerned. 

“Sufficient inside guards were not 
provided in the Tower. Only one man 
wags paid to guard the entire five 
stories which contain twenty cell 
blocks. Friends of Frank were al- 
lowed to pour into the jail in a steady 
stream, many of whom were admit. 
ted indiscriminately into Conley’s celL 
Newspaper men and others, says 
Smith. were admitted constantly in 
Conley’s cell. One man offered sand. 
wiches and liquor to the negro.

“Their failure to cross-examine our 
character witnesses sustains him, 
Frank’s relations with Rebecca Car« 
son sustain him.

“Lemmie Quinn, their dear Lemmia, 
sustains him. Daisy Hopkins and 
Dalton sustain him. The blood spots, 
the statement of Holloway and Boots 
Rogers relative to the open elevator 
box sustain him. Albert McKnight 
and Minola McKnight’s repudiated 
affidavit sustain him. 

“The existence of the notes sustaing 
him. No negro in history of the ne« 
gro’ race ever wrote a note or letter 
to cover up his crime. 

“The diction of the notes in 
and ‘done’ ;ustain him.” 

Attorney Rosser entered an objec- 
tion to this statement, arguing that 
im’ many places Conley had used the 
word ‘did’ in his statement.

Judge Roan's Charge to Jury; 
Deals With Reasonable Doubt 


Here is Judge Roan’s complete 


charge to the jury in full: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury—This bill of 
indictment charges Leo M. Frank with 
the offense of murder. The charge is 
that Leo M. Frank, in this county, on 
the 26th day of April of this year, with 
force and arms, did uniawfully and 
with malice aforethought kill and mur- 
der one Mary Phagan by then and there 
choking her, the said Mary Phagan, 
with a cord placed around her neck. 

“To this charge made by the bill of 
indictment found by the grand jury of 
this county recently impaneled Leo M. 
Frank, the defendant, files a plea of 
not guilty. The charge as made by the 
bill of indictment on the one hand and 
his plea of not guilty filed thereto 
form the {ssue, and you, gentlemen of 
the jury, have been selected, chosen 
and sworn to try the truth cf this {s- 
sue. 

“Leo M. Frank, the defendant, com- 
mences the trial of this issue with the 
presumption of innocence in his favor, 
and this presumption of innocence re- 
mains with him, to shield him and pro- 
tect him, until the state shall over- 
come it and remove it by evidence of- 
fered to you, in your hearing and pres- 
ence, sufficient in its strength and 
character to satisfy your minds beyond 
a reasonable doubt of his guilt of each 
and every material allegation made by 
the bill of :ndictment. 

“T charge you, gentlemen, that all of 
the of this tndictment are 
material, is necessary for the 
state to satisfy you of their truth by 
evidence that convinces your minds 
bevond a reasonable doubt of his guilt 
hefore vou would be authorized to find 
a verdict of gullty. 

Charges on Reasonable Doubt. 

“You are not compelled to find, from 
the evidence, guilt beyond any 
deubt, but beyond a reasonable doubt, 
such a doubt as grows out of the evi- 
dence in the case, or for the want of 
evidence, such a deubt as a reasonable 
and impartial man would entertain 
about matters of the highest impor- 
tance to himself after all reasonable 
efforts to ascertain the truth. This 
does not mean a fanciful doubt, one 
conjured up by the jury, but a reason- 
able doubt. 

“gentlemen, this defendant is charged 
with murder. Murder is defined to be 
the unlawful killing of a human being, 
in the peace of the state, by a person 
of sound memory and discretion, with 
malice aforethought, either express or 
implied. 

“Express malice is that deliberate in- 
tention unlawfully to take away the 
life of a fellow-creature which is man- 
ifested by external circumstances cap- 
able of proc. 

‘“NMfalice shall be implied where no

where all of the circumstances of the 
killing show an abandoned an@ malig- 
nant heart. 

“There is 
press and implied 
the mode of arriving at th® fact of 
its existence. The legal sense of the 
term ‘malice is not confined par- 
ticular animosity to the deceased, but 
extends to ar evil design in general. 
The popular 'dea of malice in its sénse 
of revenge hatred, ill-will, has noth- 
ing to do with the subject. It is an 
intent to kill a human being in a case 
where the law would neither justify 
nor in any degree excuse the inten- 
tion if the kill.ng should take place ag 
intended. It is a deliberate intent un- 
lawfully to take human life, wnether 
it springs from hatred, ill-will or 
venge, ambition, avarice or other like 
passion. A man may form the ‘ntent 
to kill, do the killing instantly, and 
regret the deed as soon as done. Mal- 
ice must exitc at the time of the kill- 
ing. It neect not have existed any 
length of time previously. 

Law Presumes Malice. 

“When a homicide is proven, if it is 
proven to be the act of the defendant, 
the law prestmes malice, and vunless 
the evidence should relieve the slayer 
he max be found guilty of murder. The 
presumption of innocence is renoved 
by proof of the killing by the defend- 
ant. When the killing is shown to be 
the act of the defendant, it is then on 
the defendant to justify or mitigate 
the homicide. The preof to d») that 
may come from either side, either from 
the evidence offered by the stute to 
make out its case, or from th: evi- 
dence offered by the defendant cr the 
defendant's statement. 

“Gentlemen of the jury, you 
made by law the sole judges cf 
credibility or the witnesses and 
Welght of the testimony of each and 
every witness. It is for you to take 
this testimony as you have he-rd it, 
in connection with the defendant's 
statement, and arrive at what you be- 
lieve to be the truth. 

“Gentlemen, the object of all lesa! 
investigation is the discovery of truth. 
That is the reason of you being se- 
lected, impenaled and sworn in thia 
case—to discover what is the truth on 
this issue formed on this bill of in 
dictment. Is Leo M.* Frank guilty? 
Are you satisfied of that beyond a 
reasonable doubt from the. evidence 
in this case? Or is his pica vt 
guilty the truth? The rules of 
dence are framed with a view to 
prominent end—seeking always 
pure sources and the highest 
dence. : 

“Direct evidence is that which 
mediately points to the question 
Issue. Indirect or circumstantial evi- 
dence is that which only tends:to es- 
at the by proof of various 
facts sustaining, by their consistency 
the hypothesis claimed. To warrant 4 
conviction on circumstantial evidence 
the proven facts must not only be 
consistent with the hypothesis of 
guilt, but must exclude every ‘other 
reasonable doubt hypothesis save that 
of the guilt of the accused. 

Character Evidence. 

“The. defendant has introduced tes- 
timony as to his good character. On 
this subject I charge you that ev.- 
dence of good character when offered 
by the defendant in a criminal ‘case 
is always relevant and material, and 
should be considered by the jury, 
along with all the other evidence in- 
troduced, as one of the facts of the 
case, It should be considered by the 
jury, not merely where the balance of 
the testimony in the case makes it 
doubtful whether the defendant is 
guilty or not, but also where such evi 
of g0od character may of itself 
Benerate a doubt as to the defegnd- 
ant’s guilt. Good character is a sub- 
stantial fact, like any other fact tend- 
ing to establish the defendant's inno- 
cence, and ought to be so regarded by 
the jury. : 

“Like all other facts proved 
case, it should be weighed and es:!. 
mated by the jury, for it may render 
that doubtful which otherwise wou!g 
be clear. However, if the guilt of the 
accused is plainly proved to the sat- 
isfaction of the jury beyond a reagon.- 
able doubt, notwithstanding the 
proof of good character, it is their 
duty to convict. Buc the jury may 
consider the good character of the de- 
fendant, whether the rest of the tes- 
timony leaves the question of his guilt 
doubtful or not, and if a consideration 
of the proof of his good character, 
considered along with the evidene, 
creates a reasonable doubt in the 
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guilt, then it would be the duty of the 
jury to give the defendant the benefit 
of the doubt thus raised by his good 
Character, and to acquit him. 

“The word ‘character,’ as used in 
this connection, means that general 
reputation which he bore among the 
people who knew him prior to the 
time of the death of Mary Phagan. 
Therefore, when the witnesses by 
which a defendant seeks to prove his 
good character are put upon the 
Stand and testifv that his character 
is good, the effect of the testimony is 
to say that the people who knew 
him spoke well of him, and that his 
general reputation was otherwise 
good.

Dickens had often 
gecne there, he said, accompanied by an adven- 
turous young Englishman, aged 11, with 
whom he had intended going to the Spanish 
Main as soon as ever they could amass ‘suf- 
ficient wealth to buy a cutlass and a rifle.”

Portugal. It Is 
white marble, surmounted by her crowned 
statue, and near her sepulcher Pedro caused 
his own to be placed. 

The monument, after repeatedy resisting 
the violence of curiosity, was broken Into 
in 1810 by the French soldiery; the statue 
was mutilated, and the yellow hair was cut 
tp be preserved 
in reliquaries and blown away to the wind. 

It is more than ilkely that Dom Pedro 
and Inez de Castro really were married, but 
historians treat the story of the nobles being 
compelled to pay honors to a dead queen 
on a throne as being entirely devoid of truth, 
but a romance that has been added to an 
oda and romantic career otherwise.

Carpenters are born, not educated. It 
requires a specially designed eye to steer 
a saw across a twelve-inch board without 
allowing it to wander on the way like a 
lodge member returning from initiation.

Motion Pictures For the Blind. 


Startling as it may seem, Professor Dus- 
sard, of Paris, a scientist of considerable 
note, has produced a motion picture appar- 
atus for the blind, by means of which they 
may, experience the illusion of moving ob- 
jects as people with full powers of vision 
ao in viewing an illuminated screen. The 
apparatus consists of a machine operated 
by electricity, which causes a _ series. of 
reliefs, representing trees, birds or other 
objects, to pass rapidly under the fingers.

Scientists and Educators Are 
Holding Conference at 


Buffalo, N. Y. 


Y., August 25.—Scientists 
and educators from all parts of the 
world assembled here today for the 
fourth international congress on schvol 
hygiene. The delegates numbered 
about 2,000. "Welcome was extended 
by distinguished representatives of the 
nation state and city. 

“Those who engage 
human uplift,” Secretary William B. 
Wilson, of the department of labor, 
told the delegates on behalf of Presi- 
dent Wilson and congress, “are fre- 
quently looked upon as dreamers, but 
the dreamers of today are the practical 
men of tomorrow. You have your 
dreams anf out of those dreams will 
come a more perfect manhood and 
womanhood for future generations. 
School hygiene is one of the great 
pradlems of mankind.” 

School Buildings and Equipment. 

School buildings and their equipment 
was the general topic of the sectional 
meetings and addresses were made by 
the representatives of four nations. 
Dr. John A. Ferrill, of the Rockefeller 
Sanitary commission of Washington, 
in a paper on the spread of intestinal 
diseases through the rural schvol, de- 
clared that the work done in the south 
in connection with the hookworm dis- 
ease indicated that its prevalence had 
made it a real world problem. 

In three and one-haif years the | 
Rockefeller commission and health 
boards in eleven southern states had 
made €61,581 microscopic examinations 
for parasitic ova, he said. Of this num- 
ber of -persons, 329,578 were found to 
have hookworm. Private phvsicians 
treated 162,305 additional persons. As 
an indirect cause of death, Dr. Ferrell 
said, the hookworm probably has no 
equal. In many localities 80 to 100 
per cent of the children in schools 
have been fcund to have the disease. 
The infected children make 50 per cent 
or less progress than is made by a. 
normal, healthy child.

LIKE THOSE OF 1911 


Conditions Reported Far Bet- 
ter Than Those of 1911, as 
This Year’s Crop Was Made 


on Less Expensive Basis. 


The cotton crop ts moving act- 
ively in south Georgia. 

Heavy receipts are recorded through- 
out that part of the cotton belt south 
of Americus. The movement has not 
reached the zone north of Americus to 
any noticeable extent as yet, the season 
being at least a week or two later be- 
tween Americus and Macon than south 
of Americus, and from two to three 
weeks later north of Macon. 

The Constitution communicating with 
its correspondents in the leading cot- 
ton towns south of Americus and Au- 
Busta asked for a comparative state- 
ment of the number cf bales of this 
year’s crop received up to and through 
last Saturday, August 23. The result 
is published in the following tabulated 
statement from which it will be ob- 
Served that the movement is going to 
compare favorably this year with that 
of two years ago, though this year the 
crop is at least two weeks behind that 
of the big year cf 1911. 

The general opinion expressed by The 
Constitution's correspondents is that 
this year's crop is going to run a close 
comparison with that of the big crop 
of 1911, and that conditions generally 
throughout the state are infinitely bet- 
ter than that year growing out of the 
fact that this year’s crop was made on 
@ very much less expensive than 
that of two vears ago
